The State of Jaisalmer covers an area of 16,062 square miles. Its Onejaiand 
population, according' to the Census of 1911, is 88,311, audits gross 
revenue, based on the average of last five years, is R; 15,359 Akheshahi 
and Rs. 190,317 Kildar. It has . not to pay any tribute either to the 
Imperial Government or to any Native State. 

2. The Rulers of Jaisalmer are descended from the ancient 
Yadu -Kings of the Lunar race. The most illustrious ruler of the line was 

ae defied hero, Shri Krishna, who ruled at Dvvarlca and who was one of 
the greatest rulers, statesmen, generals, scholars, thinkers and philosophers 
that India has ever seen. One of the most venerable and prized heir- 
looms of the House of Jaisalmer is the “Megh idamber” (an umbrella 
which, according to tradition, Shri Krishna used on occasions of Slate), 
and the Chief of Jaisalmer is hence styled “Chhatrali Yadava Pati” the 
canopied Lord of the Yadavas. The eight metal Umbrella which sur- 
mounts the Jaisalmer palace towering high above the venerable walls of the 
historic hill-fort — is emblematic of the “Meghadambar'’ and is indicative 
of the proud position which the House of Jaisalmer occupies as the Head 
of the Lunar race and its off-shoots. 

3. The valour which the Bhati Princes of old displayed in 
repelling the successive waves of Mahomadan invasions, earned for them 
and their descendants, the proud title of “Uttar Bhar ICinwar Bhati" is, 

Bhaties the mighty portals of the North (of India). 

4. Jaisalmer is connected by marriage with Udaipur, Jodhpur, 

Bikaner, Kotah, Kishengarh, Dungarpur, Sirohi, and Dhrangadhra. 


5 His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Maharawalji ShriJawabirSinghji 
Bahadur, the present ruler of the State, succeeded to the Gadi .n 1914. 
H is Highness heir-apparent, Maharaj Kumar Shri Girdhar Singhji Saheb, 
by the Senior Maharaniji Shri Sod hij i Saheba, has completed his 9th year 
and he joined the Mayo College Ajmer in July 1916. The Junior 
Maharaniji is Amarkotiji Shri Sujan Kunwarji Saheba. 

6. His Highness and both the Maharanis are Members of the 
St: John Ambulance Association and they and their people have subscribed 
liberally towards various funds raised in connection with the War.

12. Land revenue is, as a rule, taken in kind The system of 
payment in kind, instead of in cash, is better suited to local requirements 
a.nd it affords automatic relief to cultivators in years of deficient rainfall. 

13. The rates of assessment 1/6 of the outturn of the KhanfF and 
1/5 of that of the Rabi crops are low and the ryots find no difficulty 
in paying the State dues. 

14. The yield was estimated last jear at 1 pie. and, 9 pies in the 
rupee for the Rabi and Kha riff crops respectively I he actual outturn of 
both the crops was up to the estimate. 

15. The estimates for the next financial year are 8 and 9 annas 
in the rupee for the Rabi and Kharif crops respectively. 

16. No coercive measures were exercised for the collection of 
State dues. 

CHAPTER III. 

17. The Laws in Jaisalmer are not codified. The local usages ,and 
customary laws are generally followed and in cases wherein they do not 
differ from the laws in force in British India due regard is paid to the prin- 
ciples of the "latter. 

18. As the Military are often required to do the duties of the

24. The Hakims in the District Or Halcuntat courts commit cases 
beyond their power to the Sadar Adalat and the latter to the Mehkma Khas. 


25. The number of criminal cases filed during the year was 363 
'Which, with a balance of 270, pending front 1014-15, gave the total of 633 
(agamst 604 in the previous year). There was thus, as compared with the 
year 1914-15, an increase of 29 in the total number of cases that came up 
for disposal by the various Courts of the State. The number of cases dis- 
posed of was 3 1 1 against 33 j. in the preceding year and the closing balance 
•was 322. 

•26. The number of persons involved in these cases Was 830 
against 786 in the previous year and the number remaining to be tried at 
the .close of the year was, as compared with 19 [4-1 5, greater by 41. 

2 7. Appeals from the Hakumat Courts lie to the Sadar Adalat 
and those from the latter tribunal to the Mehkma Khas. 

28 The total number of appeals in Criminal cases that came up to 
the Appelate Courts of the State was 56 of which 45 were preferred in the 
Mehkma Khas and 1 1 in the Adalat. 

29. The number disposed of by the Mehkrma Khas vms 37 and 
that of the cases disposed of by the Adalat was 5. 

30 The number of cases remaining at the end of the year was 8 
in' the Mehkma Khas and 6 in the Adalat. The balance -of cases in the for- 
mer and the latter was 3 and 2 respectively at the close of the preceding 
year. 

31. Out of 37 cases decided by the Mehkma Khas the orders of the 
Lower Courts were upheld in 22 and modified in 13. In t 'case the proceed- 
ings were quashed and 1 was sent back for further enquiries. 

32. In the 5 cases disposed of by the Sadar Adalat the 'decisions 
of the Lower Courts were confirmed in 3, in 1 case the proceedings were 
quashed and 1 was referred to the Higher Court. 
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Civil justice. 33. There are in all 18 civil courts in the State: —

34. Appeals from the Hakumat Courts lie to the Sadar Adalat 
(which also hears original cases up to any value) and those from the latter 
Court to the Mehkma Khas, which is thus the highest Judicial tribunal in 
the State and exercises full powers of revision and control over all the 
Subordinate Courts. 

35. The total number of Civil suits that came up for disposal by 
the various tribunals of the State was 446 (206 instituted during the year 
and 240 balance from 1914-15) against 525 and the number disposed of 
was 198 against 285 in the previous year. 

36. Out of the total of 206 Civil suits instituted during the year 
there were no less than 185 suits for money transactions and of the remain- 
ing 21 there were 9 for landed property and 12 for other rights. 

37. The average duration of each contested suit in the Adalat 
and Hakumat Courts was, as compared with the previous year, longer by 
about a month and a half. 

The rise in the average was due to the disposal of old suits. 

38. The number of fresh applications for execution of decrees, 
which were brought to the Register during the course of the year under 
review, was 130 which, with the balance of 314, gave a total of 444 
t against 459 in 1914-15) for disposal out of which 89 were executed 
against .181 in the preceding year. 

39. The total number of appeals in the Mehkma Khas, including 
those pending from the previous year, was 64 against 58 in 1914-15. 
The number disposed of was 41 and the balance of eases which remained 
pending was 23 against >.4 in 1914-15. Out of the 41 appeals disposed 
of by the Mehkma Khas the orders of the Lower Courts were confirmed 
in 18, amended in 9 and reversed in 9, four cases were remanded for 
retiial and l was compromised. 

40. The total number of appeals in the Sadar Adalat was 26. 
The number disposed of was n and the closing balance was 15 against 
10 in 1914-15, The orders of the Lower Couits were upheld in 6, modified 
in 4 and reversed in 1. 

41. The average duration of each case in appeal in the Mehkma 
Khasand in the Adalat was longer and shorter respectively by nearly a mouth. 

42 The State has an extradition treaty with the British Govern- 
ment and an understanding on the subject with Marwar and Bikaner. 

43. During the year under review no person was extradited by 
or to the British Government or Bikaner. The number of persons extradited 
by Jaisalmer to Marwar was 5 while that' of the persons extradited by' 
the latter to the former State was 4.

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45- There are separate quarters for male and, female prisoners 
in the Central Jail. It was under the supervision of the Superintendent, 
Sadar Adalat, and the sanitary arrangements were looked after by the 
Sub-Assistant Surgeon in charge of the Darbar Dispensary. The conduct 
of the prisoners was generally good and the sanitary arrangements were 
satisfactory. 

46. On the date of the commencement of the Administrative 
year the number of prisoners in the Jail was 20, which, with 17 fresh 
admissions during the year, made a total of 37 inmates. The average 
daily strength was 17*66 against 14.91 in the previous year. 

47. 1 5 prisoners were discharged on the expiry of their sentences 
and 2 were released on the occasion of the anniversary of the birthday 
of His Highness. The number remaining at the end of the year was 18. 

48. The total expenditure incurred under this head was 1,728 
against Rs. 1,794 in the preceding year. 

49. The average period of accused under trial was 18 07 days. 

50. Registration is not compulsary in Jaisalmer except on sales 
of immovable property. During the year under report 4 documents were 
registered against 3 in 19 14-15. 

51. There are no Municipal Committees or Corporations in the 
State. The Sanitary arrangements are looked after by the Local Officials. 

52 There was sufficient supply of water in the tanks and in 
wells in the villas adjoining G irhisar or Gadsisar and suitable arrange- 
ments were made to see that the drinking water was not contaminated. 


CHAPTER IV. 

53. No perennial streams run in Jaisalmer and wells as a rule, 
are too deep to be utilized economically for irrigational purposes. The 
yield, therefore, depends entirely on the seasonal rains, 1- e. on a factor 
w lich is beyond administrative control; which is freakish in its character 
and erratic in its course, which remains an uncertain, an unknown and 
an unknowable quantity almost up to the end of the financial year, 
and which not infrequently, rudely upsets such calculations as might 
have been based on an assumption of its reliability, deficiency of rain 
is almost a normal condition and its failure implies simply a difference in 
degree. The habits the persuits, the avocations, the customs, the traditions, 
and the breeding of the bulk of the people are such as may be calculated 
to obviate the possibility of deficiency or failure of rains resulting in 
any general or widespread distress. 

54 The recuperative power of the State and its people, that 
have lived for centuries past and from the very dawn of authentic history 
under such abnormal conditions, is enormous. One is seldom likely 
to find such an economic, physical, moral, and mental adjustment to the 
surroundings as is to be seen in jaisalmer. This adjustment is a result 
of a long standing struggle against nature in which man has come out 
top. It testifies to the success with which he could adapt himself to 
his surroundings. It acts as a palliative and modifies almost nullifies 
the effects of deficiency or failure of rains which, in other parts, where 
the popular life is not so well adjusted and the popular mind not so well 
attuned, would result in serious and widespread distress. 
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55. Local production is, because of the precarious character of the 
monsoon and absence of other irrigational means, never a dependable 
quantity and even in the best of years it meets, only a fraction of the local 
demand. 

56. The average annual consumption of cereals is estimated at 
nearly 4,25,000 maunds. Local production in a fairly good year seldom 
exceeds 1,00,000 maunds. The average for the past ten years works out 
at 1,05,381 — o — i. The deficiency is made good by the stock in hand and 
by import, which, as a rule, varies between 1,75,000 and 2,25,000 maunds. 
The markets which supply more than 3/4 of the local demand are those of 
Sind and the Punjab. 

57. The price of food grains vary, as a rule, with those obtaining 
in the above said markets. The other factors which affect the prices are 
sufficiency or otherwise of local rains, the consequent increase or decrease in 
local production, and the enhancement, in good years owing to larger influx, 
or reduction, in bad years through greater exodus, in the local demand. 

58. The bulk of the people depends for its subsistence on the 
rearing of cattle. There are tribes who live all throughout the year in the 
open and who could go even without water for days together. Their life is 
simple. Their wants are few. Their luxuries are confined to a quid of 
tobacco, occasional pulls from the ubiquitous hukkn, and sometimes a 
friendly and a fraternizing exchange of opium. A song or a .dance to the 
accompaniment of a drum or flute constitutes the height of enjoyment. 
They are rude, they are rough and ready, but they are hospitable. They are 
kind at heart and one, who has had, an occasion to live with them, ieels 
that their mode of life is not altogether without its amenities. 

59. The wealth of the people in general, who live a semi-nomadic 
life and move about with their cattle from place to place, consists of sheep, 
goats, camels and milch' cattle. Besides, therefore, the natural forces of 
birth and death, migration is the principal factor which, more than any- 
thing else, contributes to the growth or to the diminution of population and 
the gain by influx or the loss by exodus varies with the sufficiency or 
otherwise of seasonal rains. Scarcity or famine (terms whitjb could not 
have the same significance here as is attached to them in more favoured 
parts) is hardly a factor which might be calculated to accelerate de ith and 
thereby cause a permanent reduction in the population of the State. 
A large proportion of the people at the first signs of failure of rains 
emigrate, with their live stock and herds of cattle, to the adjoining province 
of Sind and to Bahawalpur where they can find pasturage for their animals 
and where a great demand for labour exists. This migration on a smaller 
or a larger scale, according as the rains have been good or bad, is, in fact, 
almost an annual event. Even in comparatively good years as soon as the 
rains are over and harvests gathered in, a proportion of the people emigrate, 
mostly to Sind and Bhawaipur, to supplement their earnings. They, 
however, return to their homes in Jaisalmer, with money in their pockets 
and with, in several instances, increase in the number of the members of 
their family due to births, when the next rainy season asserts itself. It is a 
reciprocal arrangement with the adjoining portions of Sind and Bahawalpur, 
for the pastoral tribes of those places live partly there and pass a portion, 
of the year in Jaisalmer. Migration, therefore, is a necessary condition of 
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life. It serves an Economic purpose. In years of deficient rainfall it 
deduces the local demand and thereby eases down the prices, in years of 
failure of rains, it reduces the possibility of starvation to minimum. It 
gives greater staying power. It supplements local earnings. It savfes 
cattle which, as said above, constitute the wealth of the people in general. 

It is one of the most important factors which act as palliatives and which 
go to adjust local life to local conditions. 

60. The administrative and financial year of the State commences ftain-r*n 

y and yield 

bn the ist November and ends bn the 31st October, and, as the Kharif 
harvest is usually gathered in by the end of November and the Rabi sowing 
commences as a rule in that month, the outturn of any given year depends 
on the rainfall of the preceding year. 

6t. The rains in 1914-15 on which depended the outturn of the R a i nt dunng 
year under review were disappointing. The heaviest falls were much below 0 n 9 mn'ch 
3 inches. The average for the State was only 2-51 inches. The Rabi and ‘’yfe'd'^nhe* 
Kharif harvests were estimated at 1 and 9 pies in the rupee respectively. y 're view' 
The actual yield of both the crops was upto the estimate. 

62. Both as regards the fall and distribution of seasonal rains, Rains ,i uring 
the year 1915-16 compared very favourably with its predecessor. With d the ^ e ,“ r K u ^ K 
the exception of Shahgarh, Kishangarh and Buili Peragnas in which there estimates^ 
is very little of cultivation, the seasonal rains were copious throughout the jeanjicid 
State. The total fall was ab >ve 20 inches in Devikot and above 10 in 
Jaisalmer, Khabha, Fatahgarh, Lakha, Mohangarh, and Nokh, and it was 

above 6 in Dewa. Khuiala, Bap, Mayajlar and Tanot, and in Ramgarh it 
was above 4 inches. The heaviest falls were registered during the months 
of August and September. The average for the State was 9-25 inches 
against 2^56 in the preceding year. The outturn of the Rabi and Kharif 
crops for the next financial year is estimated at 8 and 9 annas in the 
rupee respectively. 

63. The total approximate yield of cereals during the year under Appr0X } mite 
review was only 4,109 maunds against 1 ,73,053 maunds in 1914-15. It was yield > n md& - 
in other words smaller than the outturn of the preceding year and the 
average for.the past 10 years by 1,68,854 and 1,01,182 Mds. respectively. 

Yield in the Jaisalmer is, as has been said above, almost entirely dependent 
on seasonal rains i. e. on a factor which is absolutely indeterminate and 
independable. 

, 64. A mention has been made in para 57 ot principal factors Pr5r , sof fpo 

which go to determine the prices of food grains. In spite of the War and dur >n 
in spite of the meagre yield, the prices of the staple articles of food, wheat, der re ' iew 
Bajra and Jowar, during the year under review, compared favourably with 
those obtaining in 1914-15. I bis was due partly to the copious rains and 
bumper harvests of the year preceding which left a larger stock in hand, 
partly to greater import but mainly to the arrangements made by theDarbar 
which kept under check' any tendency towards artificial inflation of prices 
by occasional sales of food-grains from the State granary wherein large 
quantities had been stored. ' 

65. The total of import showed an increase' of 44,314 and 21,789 Tr „ ffic 
maunds as compared with the figures for 1914-15 and the average for the iaipcrt 
past 20 years respectively. This rise was mainly attributable to larger 
import of cereals. 
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66. The import of animals was greater by 4,907 head as compared 
with the preceding year. This was mainly due to larger import of cows, 
sheep and goats, for the conditions as regards fodder and water compared 
favourably with those obtaining in adjoining parts. 

67. A reference to Appendix XXVII will go to show that, as 
compared with the preceding year, there was a rise of 47,368 maunds in 
the import of corn, of 10 in that of Ghee, of 4 in that of opium, of 85 in that 
of oil, of 251 in that of spices and of 23 in that of dyes while, on the other 
hand, the import of sugar showed a fall of 65 maunds, that of dried fruits of 
573, that of silver of 9, that of cotton of 658, that of metal and glass 
and copper pots of 137, that of tobacco of 412, that of cloth of 1, 149, 
that of ivory of 7, that of bamboo-baskets, carpets etc. of 99, that of 
saddles, wood and glass wares of 48, that of hide of 63, that of stone, clay 
and grinding mills of 207, and that of miscellaneous articles of 100 maunds. 
The decrease in the import of articles which are not regarded here as 
primary necessaries of life was due to deficient rains and meagre yields. 

Export. 

68 The principal items of export are ghee, wool, hides, stone-clay 
and grinding Mills, camels, bullocks and sheep and goats. As compared 
with 1914-15 and the average for the past 20 years the export of articles 
showed a fall of 8,966 and 10,607 maunds respectively. This decrease was 
mainly attributable to comparatively smaller export of Ghee, wool, and 
stone and grinding-mills. 

Transit. ° ° 

69. The export of animals was smaller by 6,662 and 130 head res- 
pectively, if compared with similar figures for the year preceding and the 
average for the past 20 vears. 

Total of 

a7ut°Transu rt 7°- The transit traffic was greater by 1,185 Mds. than what it was 

in 1914- 1 5, but, if compared with the average of the past 20 years, it was, 
smaller by 7,750 maunds. 

71. The transit of animals also, if compared with 1914-15, showed 
an increase of 4,084 head. 

72. The rise of 36,433 and 3,432 maunds, as compared with the 
preceding year and the average for the past 20 years, respectively; in the 
total of import, export and transit was mainly accounted foi* by greater 

• import of cereals. The total traffic in animals was smaller than the average 
for the past 20 years by 8,162 head but it exceeded similar figures for 

Approximate 1 9 I 4' I 5 by 2,329 which is mainly due to rise in transit. 

x»me of im. The approximate value of the total import and export trade

was 12.96, 149/- and :Rs-. 9,82,908/- respectively. Similar figures for 
the year preceding were Rs.. t6, 12,983 and Rs. 13,26,750/- or in other words, 
if compared with the previous year, the value of the import and export 
trade was smaller by 3,16,834 and 3,43,848 respectively. The value of 
imports exceeded that of exports by Rs. 3,13,241. 

74. With a view to reduce this disparity in the balance of trade, 
the efforts of the administration are being directed towards the adoption of 
such measures as may be calculated to result in expansion of the volume of 
export and of the area under cultivation. 

Trade, routes 

*«><i rates °f 7-. The principal trade routes are shown in the Map below and 

the rates of tariff are given in the appendix XXVI. 
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76. There is very little of industrial enterprise in the State. The 
use of Machinery is unknown. Among the chief manufactures of the State 
may be noted: — country cloth, woollen blankets, which very much resemble 
English Home Spuns, camel hair carpets, and rugs and goats hair bags 
all woven by hand looms. Camel saddles and Mill-stones are also 
manufactured and exported. The stone work they turn out here is unique 
in design and beautiful to look at but the prices charged are, owing to 
lack of competition, very heavy and so very little of it is exported. 

77. The State maintains preserves of grass in Nagarkantha, Deva, 
and Khabha Hakumats. As regards storage of grass by the State, the 
balance from 1914-15 was, as said in the last report, 16,963 maunds to 
which 3,329 maunds was added in the year under review. The total 
quantity was thus raised to 20,292 maunds deducting wherefrom 10,594 
maunds the quantity consumed, the balance at the end of the year was 
9,698 maunds. 

78. There are extensive grazing grounds in Jaisalmer and in spite 
of deficient rains, the condition of agricultural stock was better than what it 

was in adjoining parts. Comparatively better pasturage attracted, in fact, 
several cattle-owners from outside into jaisalmer. 

79. As regards the necessity for periodic migrations and the 
purposes they serve, a reference is invited to para 59. There was no 
abnormal immigration or emigration during the year under review. 

80. The total expenditure under head “Public Works Department” 
was Rs. 29.513 against 9,366 in the preceding year. 

81. The contract for the sale of country liquor was given to -Local 
distillers for Rs. 1,020. 

82. There is one Government Post Office in the State which is 
situated at the Capital. 

83. The State Dak to the various Hakumats is despatched twice a 
month and the arrangement answers the requirements of the place well. 

84. Eight-anna, four-anna and two-anna pieces of the aggregate 
value of Rs. 1,467/- Akheshahi were minted during the year. 


CHAPTER V. 

85. The receipts and disbursements of the State are both in 
Akheshahi and in Kaldar. The average rate of exchange between the two 
currencies was, for the year under review, Rs. 139-0-6 Akheshahi = Rs. xoo 
Kaldar and the financial Statement, Appendix XXII, has been worked out 
according to this rate 

86. The ordinary receipts for the year were Rs. 1,74,848/- against 
Rs. 2,56,903 /- in 1914-15. The principal items 10 which this decrease in 
the ordinary income of the State was attributable, were land revenue and 
customs which, if compared with similar figures for the preceding year, 
showed a fall of Rs. 59,073 and 31,194 respectively. This was due to 
deficient rains in 1914-15 on which the harvests and the traffic of the. year 
under review depended.

87. The ordinary expenses were Rs. 2,04,786 against Rs. 1,72,903 E °j^n S a e r s y 
in the preceding year. This rise was mainly accounted for by an increase 

of Rs. 17,462 under head Public works, of Rs. 14,346 under stables of 
Rs . 5,431- under schools and municipals, of Rs. 4,53 2 under head military 
which partly includes police. The ordinary expenditure exceeded- ordinary 
receipts by Rs. 29,938/-. 

88. The Extraordinary income of the State was, as compared with ^Yncome 
19 14-15, smaller by Rs. 76,976. The fall was mainly under item “Mai” or 
grazing tax on Jaisalmer cattle which is imposed every five or six years and 

under “Tilara” or succession presents which had been mostly recovered in 
the preceding year.

It is, therefore, absolutely necessary to maintain, as far 
as possible, a decent balance in hand which may enable the administration 
to tide over bad times.
